If the KOYcrr.ment 
were an extraneous thin>; or an establishment 
designed for private gain, or in anywise to 
make- money, it might properly do so. These 
false notions of tbo legitimate functions of 
government arc- deri red largely from the pre- 
vailing national policy of collecting mora taxes 
fiom the people thau are needed to meet nuees- 
sary running expenses, borne folks think it is 
a good thing to see the treasury vaults plethoric 
with tho '-coin oi tho realm."
